When | entered into the contract with APS certain guarantees
were made by both parties. | agreed to maintain and operate the system for not less than 20 years and APS
agreed to credit me for electricity generated by my system per the current method. | argue that through our
current contract, APS has implied that the medthod of determining credits will not change.

Should you allow APS to alter the method of crediting for electricity generated; this will negatively affect the
value of our homes as future buyers will not be so inclined to pay for a system which will no longer enjoy
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reduced electrical bills. This could well initiate a reversal of the initiative to move toward solar and other renewal
energy sources in the future and make this country more energy self-sufficient.
